Status of Claims 

1. Claims 3, 5, 6, 8-13, and 25-28, filed November 24*, 2009, are currently under 
examination. Claims 3, 5, 6, 8, and 13 were amended, claims 27 and 28 are new, and 
claims 1-2, 7, and 14-24 are canceled.

converting the copper in the ferrous scrap to a copper oxide; and 

dissolving the copper oxide into a molten slag by removing about 90 wt% to less 

than about 100 wt% of the copper in the scrap.
